Athens, May 4.—Colonel Tosamedos. 


Minister of war, and 
M. Theotokis, 


minister ot the interior, are said to be 
favorably impressed witli the situation 
it Pharsalos both as respects the posi- 
tions ot the troops and the plan of de- 
fense. 


Rumors conflict materially as to the 


diplomatic attitude of Turkey. Ac- 
sording to one report. Edhem Pasha, 
the Turkish commander in Thessaly, 
has asked an armistice of fife days; 
iceording to another, an armistice al- 
ready exists hy the tacit acquiescence 
at l>oUi commanders; while a third 
story describes Edhem Pasha as only 
iwaiting reinforcements for an attack 
upon Pharsalos, to be followed by an 
Attack upon Volo. 


It is also probable that Admiral Ta- 


matello is preparing to prevent a pos- 
sible attempt of the Turks to seize 
Volo by the coast roads. 


War Will Soon Be Over. 


Constantinople, May 4.—In influen- 


tial Turkish circles the opinion is ex- 
pressed that the m-ar with Greece will 
loon terminate. It is pointed out that 
while Turkey was forced into the war 
by Greek aggression and the counsels 
of certain powers, she will not gain 
my advantage by crushing Greece for 
the benefit of the Slav element in the 
Balkans. It is held that the successes 
attained 
by the Turkish 
troops in 


Gfreece are all the Turkish government 
could desire. 


LOSSES OF INSURGENTS, 


brlil £*tiniMl<-« of fallen Heror* la ii>* 


Cuban \V»r. 


Havana, May 4.~Folkwlog' are the 


official fcjjiimates of the losses of the 
insurgents from April 19 to April 30. 
In Santiago de Cuba, the insurgents 
left dead ou the field two; in Santa j 
Clara 94; in Mamanzas 34: in Havana j 
56, and in Piaar del liio 146. 


Among the killed were three majors, 


lour leaders ausl four other 
officers. 


Tbe insurgents also lost 37 prisoners, 
166 firearms and 98 sidearms. One 
kmndred armed insurgents surrendered 
tnd 571 who were not armed. 


The Spanish loss according to the 


lame authority was two officers and 18 
soldiers killed, nine officers and 147 
soldiers wounded. Official reports say 
that in the insurgent camps recently 
destroyed by the Spanish in Mantats- 
zas, Havana. Pinar del Rio and else- 
where the insurgents left 59 killed, 
among them the leader, Rodriguez, 
and Cesar Sabas. aide de camp of Rlus 
Rivera. 


In these skirmishes 222 were tafcec 


prisoner and 25 surrendered with arms 
In their hands. The Spanish loss was 
only 28 wounded.

At this rate, according to La 
t,uca, it will soon come to pass that no 
one will know the real value of a 
piece of paper currency, or how far to 
depend upon it'to procure the necessi- 
ties of life, in spite of the government 
assurances that its issues are current 
wid redeemable at full face value. 


Attacked by Insure*"**- 


Havana, May 4.—It was officially an 


nounced that the insurgents attacked 
the cultivation zone of Vueltas, prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, and burned th< 
ward of Santa Maria, 50 huts and a 
quantity ot furniture and 2.000 bales o 
tobacco, rendering 100 families home- 
less. The military commander of the 
district has asked for assistance and 
the Estremadura battalion has been 
sent to reinforce him. 


AnarcbKta Must Die. 


Barcelona, May 4.—The sentences 


upon tbe anarchists convicted of com- 
plicity in the bomb outrage of June 7 
last at the feast of Corpus Christi, 
when a dynamite bomb was thrown 
into a precession on its way to the 
church of Santa Maria Delmar, killing 
a dozen outright and .wounding nearly 
50 others, some of whom have since 
di«d from their injuries, have finally 
been decided upon by the judicial au- 
thorities. Five have been sentenced to 
death and the remainder will be de- 
ported.

I beard much of tbe American chival- 


ry to women—of how they could wait 
ilie streets and travel alcme. Let us be 
frank aad say tiiat it is all nonsense! 
The newspapers make free with the 
names of ladies, and drag wives and 
mothers and sisters into the shambles of 
every political controversy, every social 
contretemps. While uisong the better 
classes, in their dubs and drawing 
rooms, one hears hints, scandals, in- 
rraeudoes, and stories—and mast of them 
about the ladies in their own circle— 
such as would prepare the way for a 
doom dnels a week in my own eoaiitry. 


When one hears speeches—it matters 


little by whom, for they pretty much 
all speak well—one is a little jealous of 
a race which seems to be endowed by 
the gods with a gift so rare, but when 
one reads thera one is ruther sad than 
jealous. Nine-tenths of them are as 
sounding brass. They are for the ears— 
for long ears—not lor tho mind. A

ibsolntisru of the speaker of the house 
if representatives -was ostensibly based, 
says the Kansas City Times, curiously 
enough, oa au article by Senator Hoar, 
entitled "Has the Senate Degenerated?" 
?roin it Mr. Simpson quoted an exceed- 
ingly appropriate paragraph, reading: 


The promptness with •n-liich the house of 


representatives deals with some important 
questions is a good tiling, Tint its capacity for 
irompt action is purchased, at the price of tho 
repudiation of piblic dcits asd the suppres- 
sion of eonatitational rights, personal dignity- 
.ind official authority of the great mass oC its 
members. Gentlemen occupy seats there who 
[rom the beginning to the end of their term of 
service are cot permitted to make » motion 
or to utter a -word to the assembly of vrhich 
they are members. Perhaps vrise legislation 
TORT "be secured while one hoitfffi is conducted 
on that principle, tot I am afraid free govern- 
ment -would not long endure if it were applied 
to both houses. 


Tho truth of these strong words will 


be readily grouted by most informed 
men. In the effort to cheek filibnster- 
ing and expedite business the lower 
house has ended liy surrendering its 
government wholly into the bauds of 
the speaker. Ever since Tom Eeed 
seized the gavel and pounded out a Rfe 
publican majority where there 
vras 


none before the speaker's role has been 
absolute. 


The ordinary procedure of the speaker 


is to control legislation by refusing to 
recognize a member except to make a 
motion •which has already been salmiit- 
ted to the czar and haa secured his ap- 
proval Others may rise first, and they 
may howl themselves black in the face, 
but they cannot get the floor unless they 
have made previous arrangements. 


Another plait of die speakers has 


been devised this session. It is to neg- 
lect to appoint committees. Accordingly 
the house is not organized, and the 
speaker's word is law. This, as well aa 
the other despotic features of the honse 
procednre, falls heavily on the minori- 
ty. The Democrats are scarcely treated 
with decency. The Populists are insult- 
ed or ignored. It is this in justice against 
which Mr. Simpson protests. 


The point has certainly been reached 


where the most representative body of 
onr congress, the chamber which, for 
this very reason, was given the exglu- 
sive right to initiate measures of taxa- 
tion, has ceased to be a popular assem- 
bly. It' is simply a machine working 
swiftly and silently under the perfect 
control of the speaker. It is the most 
stupendous example of boss role in all 
America. 
In, this the spirit of tho con- 


stitution has undoubtedly been violated.
